As  the  game-dosed  the  entire 
student  body  swept  upon  the 
field,  and  placing  every  member 
of  the  foot-ball  team'  on  their 
shoulders  teegan  a  triumphant 
march,  passed  the  sponsors  box 
and  on  to  the  cars.

Birmingham,  Ala.,  Nov.  23. — 
Today  at  Rickwood  Field,  when 
the  Commodores  of  Vanderbilt 
locked  horns  with  the  Plains 
Tigers  of  Auburn  for  the  South- 
ern Championship,  the  people  of 
Birmingham  were  given  the  op- 
portunity of  seeing  the  greatest, 
hardest  and  cleanest  battle  ever 
fought  in  the  history  of  the 
Southern  gridiron.  Never  again 
will  there  be  such  an  exhibition 
of  true  fight  and  grim  determina^ 
tion  as  that  displayed  by  the  Au- 
burn Tigers  in  last  Saturday's 
battle.  Auburn  „was  at  a  great 
disadvantage — they  were  out- 
weighed five  pounds  per  player 
— they  were  against  a  team  that 
held  "Johnnie"  Harvard's  aggre- 
gation to  a  9-6  score, — against  a 
team  that  had  not  been  scored  on 
by  a  Southern  rival  in  three 
years  or  defeated  in  nine  years. 
But,  they  caused  the  greatest  up- 
set, ever  known,  in  the  "dope," 
by  outfighting,  outkicking,  and 
holding  Dan  McGugin's  machine 
to  a  7  to  7  score,  and  thereby 
quelling  Vandy's  hopes  for  the 
championship  honors,  which  she 
has  held  for  the  past  three  years. 

Long  before^wo  o'clock  Rick- 
wood Field  presented  a  gala  ap- 
pearance with  its  gaily  bedecked 
supporters  of  the  Orange  and 
Blue,  and  Gold  and  Black  teams. 
The  student  body  from  Auburn 
occupied  one  entire  bleacher  and 
section  of  the  grandstand,  while 
the  Vanderbilt  supporters  were 
seated  in  the  other.  Promptly  at 
2 :15  o'clock,  amid  the  most  rous- 
ing cheers,  the  two  teams  assum- 
ed their  positions  on  the  field, 
and,  with  a  signal  from  Captains 
Major  and  Hardage,  Referee 
Walker  sounded  the  whistle,  that 
started  the  greatest  battle,  per- 
haps, that  shall  ever  be' played  on/7 
a  gridiron  of  the  Sunny  South. 

Vanderbilt  Scores. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  first 
quarter  the  ball  was  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  field.  But  near  the  close 
of  the  period,  Vandy,  after  hold- 
ing Auburn  for  downs,  received 
the  ball,  and  after  a  number  of 
beautiful  end  runs  by  Collins  and 
Robbins,  and  wonderful  line 
plunging  by  Sykes,  the  latter 
carried  the  ball  across  the  Au- 
burn goal  line  for  Vanderbilt's 
only  touchdown  of  the  game.  Af- 
ter a  punt  out,  T.  Brown  kicked 
an  easy  goal. 

Newell  Runs  to  Touchdown. 

In  the  third  quarter  Sykes  in 
attempting  a  bine  play  fumbled, 
the  ball  rolling  toward  Vandy's 
goal.  With  three  Commodores  in 
the  act  of  receiving  the  ball, 
"Runt"  Newell  came  from  his 
position  at  defensive  quarter, 
shot  in  between  the  Vandy  back- 
field,  recovered  the  ball  and,  with 
three  of  McGugin's  fleet-footed 
warriors  in  hot  pursuit,  ran  50 
yards  to  a  touchdown.  Captain 
Major  kicked  an  easy  goal,  and 
the  Auburn  rooters  went  wild. 
Auburn's  Brick- wall. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  Auburn's 
wonderful  line  defense  withstood 
the  terrible  heavy  plunging  of 
the  Vandy  backs — and  three 
times  Old  Auburn  held  the  Com- 
modores for  downs,  under  the 
very  shadows  of  her,  Auburn's 
own  goal  posts.  Vanderbilt  was 
desperate,  and  after  three  un- 
successful attempts  at  drop 
kicks,  she  sent  her  charging 
backs,  time  and  time  again,  at 
the  Orange  and  Blue  line,  but 
they  found  that  line  impregnable. 


Stars  of  the  Game. 

Though  there  were  a  number 
of  men,  of  both  teams,  who  de- 
serve the  highest  praise  in  the 
world  for  their  excellent  work, 
Captain  Major  of  Auburn,  was 
the  most  conspicuous  hero  of  the 
battle.  He  was  a  magnificent 
ground  gainer,  a  good  gen- 
eral, a  splendid  fighter,  and 
his  punting  was  without 
without  an  equal  in  the  South. 
Not  only  were  his  punts  wonder- 
ful on  account  of  height  and  dis- 
tance, but  his  ability  to  get  them 
off  on  every  occasion,  sometimes 
under  threatening  circumstances, 
should  also  be  especially  men- 
tioned. Newell  ran  him  a  close 
race,  with  second  honors.  Newell 
starred  in  his  beautiful  run  to  a 
touchdown,  his  great  ability  to 
handle  punts,  and  his  beautiful 
broken  field  runs.  In  such  a  won- 
derful game  it  is  hard  to  single 
out  any  particular  maii|as  a  star, 
/but  some  me^n  on  ajjjw^tt  of 
Their  position  have  a  "Better  op- 
portunity of  starring  than  oth- 
ers. But— "Here's  to  Coach  Don- 
ahue, Captain  Major,  and  to  ev- 
ery man  who  wore  a  cleated  shoe 
to  Rickwood  Field."  Fellows  we 
are  proud  of  you  all ;  and  wc  take 
off  our  hats  to  that  squad  of 
heroes  who  fought  as  no  other 
team  has  fought,  in  the  defense 
of  the  Orange  and  Blue.  , 

For  Vanderbilt  the  offensive 
work  of  Collinsy-Jfykes  and  Rob- 
bins  was  wonderful,  while  Mor- 
gan, "Nuck"  Rrown  and  Shinp 
were  towers  of  strength  in  the 
line.
